T. II. Oliver, chairman. 
It reads: 
At a meeting of the People’s party 
executive committee of Dallas county, 
beld at tho Mercury office, Nov. 25,1899, 
the following statement of principles 
and 
pur [Misos 
were 
unanimously 
adopted: 
Realizing the anomalous conditions 
that environ the American people, both 
state ,*nd nation, In private as well as in 
public affairs, aud believing that the 
tree patriotism must overstep partyism 
in this great struggle, we invite the co­ 
operation of all good citizens in the 
work of securing a government of jus­ 
tice and equal opportunity. 
W e cannot subscribe to the oft-re­ 
peated party doctrine of ‘the greatest 
good to the greatest number,’ but rath­ 
er to the more noble and unselfish doc­ 
trine of ’the greatest good to all.. 
W 0 hold that all governments de­ 
rive their just power from tho consent 
of the governed, and that the mere right 
to vote for rules does not constitute self­ 
government. 
The people must not only 
have the 1 ght to vote for public officers, 
but also the right of initiating and vot­ 
ing in any legislation when they so de­ 
sire. 
“ We therefore desire the adoption of 
the system of direct legislation, kuown 
as the initiative and referendum, to­ 
gether with proportional representation 
and imperative mandate, to the end 
that the power of the people may be 
justly and effectually exercised in gov­ 
ernment 
" ‘We recognize the fact that there are 
many 
great and 
important reforms 
needed at the present time, but we hold 
that none of these can be accomplished 
until the right to rule has t>een restored 
to the people. 
“ ‘We believe it will be impossible to 
•ocuredirect legislation without a union 
of all reformers, and we therefore de­ 
clare our readiness to join with all per­ 
sons who are ready to ma ae direct legis­ 
lation a common cause. 
I o this end, we believe our national 
executive committee should cooperate 
With Other organizations, having in 
view the same purpose, and if possible 
to organize into one grand army all who 
are willing to trust the jieople with the 
actual power and opportunity of self­ 
government 
“ ‘If permitted to see this much de­ 
sired union consummated, aud the hosts 
of reformers materialized under one ban­ 
ner, we pledge our sacred honor to strive 
in every honorable way to remove all 
obstacles calculated to cause diBsentions 
and divisions, to forget the animosities, 
present and future, and buoyant with 
the prospects of a higher and nobler 
civilization, to press forward until vic­ 
tory is ours and we are in reality as in 
name-—a free people. 
W e favor an early state convention, 
ami to this end we urge that our state 
chairman proceed at once to organize 1 
for a state campaign. 
•’ ’W e earnestly desire a full national, 
•tate anil county ticket committed to 
these principles from precinct public 
weigher to president.”

New \ork , Nov.80. —Persons who are 
accustomed to buying cocaine 
have 
been forced to pay much more for it 
recently than the normal price. In fact, 
the drug ha* risen from $2.50 an ounce 
to $6 25 an ounce in the last few months. 
This is caused by the revolution in Peru. 
That the South African republic raises 
all the raw cocaine that the world con- I 
sumes. 
It is manufactured from the 
leaves of the coca plant and to supply ' 
the demand in this country the dry 
leaves are shipped north and the drug 
manufactured here, or a coarse native 
product made from the leaves in Peru 
is brought here and refined by improved 
processes. The revolution has prevented 
the gathering of the coca leaves from 
shipping their product to Lima, the 
principal market, hence a short supply 
and an increased price. The indications 
are, however, that the top notch of the 
rise in prices has been reached, as Peru 
shows signs of settling down again for 
a time at least.
